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Canada’s Health Problem 
AMONG THE MANY PROBLEMS which have had to be faced in 
Canada in this post-war period, is the critical shortage of medical facilities 
throughout the country. Recent reports have shown that at present there 
is ‘urgent need for 27,000 more hospital beds in Canada and that the ser- 
vices of 9,000 additional nurses are needed. There is also a shortage of doc- 
tors. All this means that there must be many Canadians who are ill and 
are not receiving adequate care because of the lack of hospfftal beds, nurses, 
and doctors, The situation appeared to grow acute during the war, and to 
have failed to right itself since. Surveys have shown that the problem is 
not confined to any one section of the country, but is general all across 


Canada, and it is obviously a matter of national interest to plan some action 
to improve the situation, 


The federal Department of Health and the Health 
Is A:‘Need For League of Canada have both shown interest and 
H concern over the present inadequate health ser- 
Prompt Action vices throughout the Dominion and have made ef- 
forts to awaken the public to the need for prompt attention to the problem. 
At the recent meeting of the Health League, held in Montreal, Dr. Gordon 
Bates, general director stressed the national aspect of health problems, 
pointing out that it is in the interests of the country as a whole, to have a 
high standard of health in each community. As an example of this need, Dr. 
Bates pointed out that with the modern means of transportation, communi- 
cable diseases could spread rapidly from place to place, if proper controls 
were not in effect in all parts of the country.

Upoti Health ‘: the hg Empire is poo by New Zealand but 
hat there was no reason why, by united action, 
Canada’s record could not become the best in the world. Public support, 
both moral and financial will be needed to build up the deficiency in hos- 
pital accommodation and this is indeed an important factor in bringing 
health services here up to an adequate standard. The lack of doctors and 
nurses is likewise serious, and public encouragement should also be given 
to the extension of training facilities and perhaps the addition of further 
inducements to young people to enter these professions. A great deal of a 
nation’s: progress depends upon the physical well being of its people and 
Canada’s health problem should not be allowed to grow more acute,

FARMER'S COLUMN 
By R.J.M. 


Yes, I “now you farmers are 
busy and so is Mother Nature. 
She is growing perennial weeds 
like Canada Thistle, Perennial 
Sow Thiatle and Hoary Cress, 
Now until freeze-up is the time 
to best control the’ perennial 
weeds, therefore if a wet day 
occurs during harvest how 
about plowing up those patches 
of weeds in your field? It is ai- 
so an ideal time to spray or 
dust weeds along fence lines 
and ditches, ‘ 

There are several methods 
of control that can be practiced 
by you as a farmer, First, an 
early maturing barley like Olli 
or greenfeed. Secondly, fall 
rye. Thirdly, cultivation. Fourth 


that ie that during harvest a 
farmer is so busy that weed 
control goes by the board, and 
by failing to cultivate during 
the fall the control practiced 
during the summer has been 
lost. Don't fail to fall plow or 
cultivate your patches of per- 
ennial weeds. Keep at it until 
freezeup and leave the land 
rough and exposed to the frost.
